My  object  in  sending  y’ou  the  Circular  is  to  call 
y’our  special  attention  to  the  second  case,  in  which  a 
pension  already  granted  may’  be  forfeited  under  the 
11th  Section  of  the  Act,  and  to  request  that  you  will 
bear  in  mind  that  any  such  person,  serving  in  the 
Colony  under  your  Government,  who  desires  to  resign 
his  office  before  he  is  sixty  years  of  age  or  permanently 
disabled,  should  bo  expressly  cautioned  that  his  resig- 
nation will  entail  the  loss  of  the  pension  granted  to 
him  in  respect  of  his  previous  services.

to  tlu3  Mill  Suction  of  the  Act  2'i  Vic.,  cap.  ‘ili.  'I'lie 
Section  in  (puvtion  is  in  the  following  Icnns: — 

“Every  person  to  whom  a S\ip<'ranmiation  or  (,'oin- 
“ipen.-ation  Allowance  shall  hav(!  been  granted  before 
“lie  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty  y"ars  shall, 
“until  ho  has  attained  that  age,  he  liable  to  lie  called 
“u]ion  to  till,  in  any  piart  of  ilcr  Majesty’s  dominions 
“in  which  he  shall  before  have  served,  any  iniblic 
“otlice  or  situation  under  the  A’rown  for  which  his 
“ previous  public  services  may  render  him  eligible, 
“and  if  he  .shall  decline  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  to 
“take  ujion  him  such  olHco  or  situation,  or  shall  de- 
“ eline  or  neglect  to  execute  the  duties  thereof  satis- 
“ factorily,  being  in  a competent  state  of  health,  he 
“shall  forfeit  his  right  to  the  Comjiensation  or  Supor- 
“annuation  Allowance  which  had  been  granted  to 
“him.” 

The  eases  in  which  a Pension  alreadj'  granted  may 
be  forfeited  under  this  section,  maj'  be  dividial  into 
two  classes: — 

].  Cases  in  which  a Pensioner,  being  under  sixty 
years  of  age,  and  in  a competent  state  of  health,  d(‘- 
clines  an  otfer  of  suitable  emplo3'mcnt  under  the 
Crown. 

13.  Cases  in  which  a Pensioner  having  acceptcil  an 
otfer  of  employment  under  the  Crown,  subsequently 
resigns  it  before  attaining  the  age  of  sixty,  and  being 
still  in  It  competent  slate  of  health  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  him. 

As  regards  the  first  class  of  cases,  1113-  Lords  request 
that  evciy  case  of  this  kind  ma3'  be  immediatel3-  re- 
ported to  this  Board,  in  order  that  my  Lords  ina3-  be 
enabled  to  judge  of  the  sufficienc3’  of  the  evidence 
offered  re.«pecting  the  state  of  the  Pensioner’s  health, 
and  to  take  such  further  steps  (if  any)  a^  may  be 
necessaiy  in  that  behalf. 

-As  1%'gards  the  second  class  of  cases,  1 am  desired 
to  .dale  that  m3'  Lords  hold  that  an  (JfEcer  re-called 
under  thesaid  section  to  the  Civil  Service  is  in  just 
the  same  position  as  if  he  had  never  left  it,  with  this 
single  exception,  that  whenever  he  retires  with  the 
Certificates  and  under  the  circumstances  prescribed 
by  the  Act,  the  pension  formerly  awarded  to  him  will 
revive,  or  (so  far  as  it  may  not  have  been  susirended 
by  the  20th  Hection  of  the  Act  4 and  5 AVilliam  IV., 
cap.  24)  will  continue,  and  will  constitute  the  mini- 
mum which  he  has  then  to  receive  as  a retiring 
allowance. 

AI3'  Lords  request,  therefore,  that  if  any  Officerwho 
has  been  recalled  to  duty  in  3mur  Department,  desires 
to  resign  his  situation  before  he  is  sixty  years  of  age, 
or  permanently  disabled,  he  may  be  expressly  cau- 
tioned, that  his  resignation,  if  persisted  in,  will  entail 
the  loss  of  the  Pension  which  has  been  granted  to  him 
in  respect  of  his  previous  services.  In  the  event  of  the 
Officer  persisting  in  his  re.signation,  after  receiving 
such  a warning,  m3*  Lords  request  that  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  may  be  immediately  reported  to 
this  Board,  in  order  that  the  necessary  stoij.s  may  be 
taken  to  enforce  the  forfeiture  of  the  Pension. 

M>'  Lord.s  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood,  that 
in  order  that  an  Officer  should  bo  entitled  to  retain  a 
Pension,  if  ho  resigns  the  office  in  which  he  has  been 
rc-emplo3*ed  bof  ire  attaining  the  ago  of  sixty  3'cars,  it 
is  necessary  that  he  should  produce  such  a Medical 
Certificate  as  would,  with  reference  to  the  terms  of  the 
loth  Section  ofthe  Superannuation  Act  of  1859,  justif3’- 
this  Board  in  awarding  him  a Superannuation  Allow- 
ance. 

In  the  event,  therefore,  of  a rc-employed  Pensioner 
tendering  a Medical  Certificate  of  ill  health  in  connec-
